Preliminary Amendment 

Sir: 

In response to the Official Action dated 14 November 2002 Applicant is 
submitting its request for continued prosecution. A petition to extend the period 
for response to the Official Action by three (3) months was filed under separate 
cover. 

In the claims: 
Please cancel claims 5 and 12. 



Claim 3, 7, 8 and 9 are to be amended to read as follows: 

3. (Amended) An integrated high-ohmic polycrystalline SiGe resistor, 

comprising: 

a substrate; 

a dielectric substance; 
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a resistance layer on the dielectric substance and consisting of a 
polycrystalline layer of a material selected from the group consisting of SiGe and 
SiGe:C; and 

electrical contacts. 



polycrystalline SiGe resistor, comprising the steps of: 

providing a substrate comprising silicon; 

precipitating a dielectric substance on the substrate; 

precipitating and doping on the dielectric substance a layer of material 
selected from the group consisting of SiGe and SiGe:C; 

further precipitating the dielectric substance on the layer; and 

fabricating metallic contacts. 

8. (Amended) The method of claim 7, wherein the layer is precipitated in 
polycrystalline form. 

9. (Amendment) The method of claim 7, wherein the layer is precipitated in 
amorphous form. 



The claims as hereby amended clearly distinguish Applicant's invention 
from the prior art of record. In particular, EP 0,1 16,702, while it discloses a 
silicon based polycrystalline resistor containing carbon. However, the 702 
patent does not teach the fabrication of polycrystalline resistor layer made of 
SiGe or SiGe doped with C, nor does it teach such a resistor perse. 

The above changes to the claims do not add new matter to Applicant's 
original disclosure.
